Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week be- 
ginning Sunday, October 2nd: 

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Grapefruit upon arising; 
coddied eggs; Melba toast; stewed raisins. Lunch: 
Fresh fruit, all desired of one kind. Dinner: Roast 
pork; baked stuffed tomatoes; salad of cold cooked 
asparagus on lettuce; *Applesauce. 

MONDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; sliced 
pineapple, fresh or canned. Lunch: Baked potatoes; 
cooked greens; salad of chopped raw cabbage and 
cress. Dinner: Vegetable soup; Salisbury steak; 
baked ground carrots and beets; salad of stuffed 
celery; ice cream (small portions) 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: Wholewheat muffins 
with peanut butter; stewed apricots. Lunch: Large 


glass of tomato juice. Dinner: Roast mutton; 
spinach; squash; salad of head lettuce; Jello or 
Jell-Well 


WEDNESDAY—Breakfast: Melon; eggs poached 
milk; toasted shredded wheat biscuit. Lunch: Corn; 
string beans; raw celery and olives. Dinner: Cream 
of tomato soup; broiled chicken; eggplant; buttered 
beets; salad of shredded spinach leaves; apricot 
whip 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Wholewheat mush with 
cream; stewed prunes. Lunch: Melon a la mode. 
Dinner: Roast beef; Okra; small green peas; salad 
of sliced cucumbers; pear sauce. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; Melba 
toast; stewed figs. Lunch; Fresh fruit (one kind); 
such as grapes, apples or peaches; glass of milk. 


Dinner: Celery soup; baked white fish; spinach; 
buttered turnips; salad of sliced tomatoes; no 
dessert 


SATURDAY—Breakfast: Baked stuffed apple 


with cream. Lunch: Cornmeal muffins; squash; 
Avocado salad. Dinner: Vegetable soup; sliced 


yellow cheese (% Ib. portions); steamed carrots; 
escalloped celery; McCoy salad (lettuce, tomatoes 
and cucumbers); Melon. 

"APPLESAUCE: Applesauce should be pre- 
pared without the addition of sugar. It is quite 
sweet if cooked without water in a thick aluminum 
pan. The apples should be thinly sliced, and the 
pan should have a close-fitting lid and be placed 
over a slow fire. This makes an excellent dessert 
to be either with a protein meal or with breakfast. 
Baked apples should be likewise cooked in an 
aluminum pan and no sugar or water added. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: K. L. Y. writes: “I would like to 
know something about blood discretion, as 
icomethia (leuthymeia) in which the system does 
not build up white und red blood corpuscles. What 
is the course of the disease? What is the treat- 
ment? Will the use of the x-ray on the long bones 
and over the liver and spleen be of permanent 
value. How low can the white and red blood count 
drop and a person live?” 

ANSWER: You probably mean leukocythemia 
or leukemia instead of leucomethia or leuthymeia. 
in this disease there is an increase in the lymphoid 
tissue of the spleen, lymphatic piands and bone 
marrow. This disease is very serious and is usually 
attended with a progressive enemia and increasing 
exhaustion, although there may be modifications 
o! this dis¢ase according to various organs affected. 
There is generally an increase in the number of 
white blood cells and a decrease in the number of 
rei blood cells. I do not know just how low the red 
and how high the white can go for a person to 
li In my own office I have had cases where tha 
reds were as low as 1,200,000 per cubic millimeter 
in place of the normal 5,000,000 and the whites in- 
creased to 270,000 tead of the usual 7,500. The 
exact cause of this disease is unknown. I have not 
found the use of x-ray treatments helpful. 
removal of the spleen is sometimes advised, how- 
ever, I always first advise a fasting rigimen as this

However, she said, the majority, 
probably 90 per cent or more, espe- 
cially in the coastal cities, enjoy 
under the same conditions as did 
their ancestors a thousand years 
ago, The women of the interi 
still bind their feet, the lower 
classes live in small houses made of 
mud-bricks, and an enti family 
will live in one or two rooms. 

When asked about the living con- 
ditions in northern China, she said 
that banditry is prevalent and raids 
and thieving aré common things.
